Treatment cf the “iNew” 
Canadians 


In this column last week some 
comment was offered on recent spee- 


ches by Hon. T, A. Crerar, in which, 


he deprecated the formation and en- 
couragement of distinctly class 
movements in Canada, and offered 


words of advice and warning to peo- 
ple generally, and the farmers in par- 
ticular, not to be led astray by new 
and untried men who were now cs- 
pousing their cause since it had be- 
come popular and strong, but who 
held aloof from it in the days of 
stress and hard fighting when it was 
not so generally acclaimed. 


This week we would direct atten- 
tion to another notable speech, and 
one of equal timeliness, delivered by 
J. A. Maharg, president of the Sas- 
katchewan Grain Growers’ Associa- 
tion, Addressing a district Grain 
Growers’ convention at Regina, Mr. 
Maharg emphasized the importance 
of continuing the educational work 
of the association, and not neglect- 
ing it for the new political move- 
ment, The people had decided, he 
said to try out a new method of clec- 
tion, but the old educational- cam- 
paign was still necessary and always 
would be to censure the of 
the new movement. Endorsing the 
views expressed by Mr. Crerar, the 
president of the Saskatchewan Grain 
Grewers declared that if the new po- 
litical party should develop into a 
class political organization, its use- 
fulness would soon cease, There- 
fore, the educational efforts of the 
parent association must be made to 
permeate through all classes. He

fled with the Northwest Provinces for 
more than thirty years, and In service 
to the general interests of this country 
few men have been more useful, 
Throughout this period he has been 
one of the men who have accepted the 
responsibilities of dealing between the 
Government and the Indian tribes, and 
on many occasions has done pioneer 
work in advancing the domain of 
Civilization “over this region. Few 
citizens of Alebrta have lived a more 
varied life, : 

“He was born in Scarboro, Ontarto, 
May 22, 1859, and twenty years later, 
in, May, 1879, arrived -in Winnipeg; 
then practically: an-outpost of Western 
‘settlemént.~ His Journey thither was 
evinpignrd-omy-mi part Dy Tallroad: 
The train brought him as far as Owen 
Sound, here he took the passage on 
the old boat “City of Owen Sound” to 
Duluth. From there he again came 
by railroad to the Red River, and the 
rest of-the trip was made ® a stern- 
wheeler up the river to Winiipeg. For 
the first two months he was engaged 
in selling goods for Kilgour Bros,, of 
Toronto. He then joined the Battery 
under Colonel Kennedy, but continued 
as a salesman during the day. 

“His appointment as assistant farm 
instructor to the Indians took him 
three hundred and fifty miles into the 
wilderness west of Winnipeg, to the 
Touchwood Hills, His headquarters 
were on the old North Trail from 
Winnipeg to Battleford and Edmonton, 
and along that road passed all the 
supply trains until the road was built, 
He was located at Touchwood until 
1892, but on several occasions was de- 
tailed in special service. In 1884 he 
was foreman on the govenment tele- 
graph line from Humboldt to *Prince 
Albert, Saskatchewan. At the time of 
the rebellion in. 1885 he went from 
Touchwood. to Long Lake to investi- 
gate the attitude of the Muscowpetung 
Indians during the pertod of hostilities. 

“Krom Touchwood in 1892 he was 
transferred to Pipots as farm instruc- 
tor under J. B. Lash. In 1899 he was 
returned to Touchwood as Indian 
Agency clerk, where he remained untiY 
1901, when he became Indian Agent 
to the Pieganr, near Macleod, Since 
the spring of 1907 he has been Indian 
Agent for the Blackfoot tribe at Glei- 
chen. During these many years in the 
Indian, department serviee he has 
made many journeys to the outlying 
tribes to pay treaty moneys, and dur- 
ing the rebellion of 1885 made one 
such itrip escorted by ten R. N. W. 
Mounted Police, to the Yellow Quills, 
a hundred miles north of Touchwood, 

“Mr, Gooderham was married in 
July, 1888, to Miss Margaret McKen- 
non, who was his faithful companton 
for twenty years. At her death, In 
August, 1908, she left six children,

In schools where botany or altied 
subjects are studied it is usually the 
custom to study wild plants. Such 
plants possess striking flowers with 
jclearly defined parts, and are well 
|; suited to botanical. examination. 
Plants like the oats, on the other 
hand, are seldom studied cither from 
2 botanical or biological standpoint. 
One of the purposes of the new pam- 
phict, “A Guide in the Study and Im- 
provement of I ts and Sced,s” pre- 
pared by the Canadian Sced Growers" 
Association, and obtainable free upon 
application to the Publications 
Branch, Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa, is to encourage a greater in- 
terest in this important plant. The 
fact that different oat plants taken 
from a field may differ very consid- 
erably in practical value, and may 
mark the starting point of new and 
superior races as “strains,” provides 
an attractive opportunity to engage 
in a most interesting and promising 
line of investigation. Such a study in 
rural schools, moreover, should help 
to arouse a new interest in farming
